Council to crack down on A-boards and 
'intrusive' shopfronts with new guidelines

SHOP owners in Newmarket may 
have to alter the facades and A- 
boards outside their businesses 
under new regulations being intro¬ 
duced by the town council and For¬ 
est Heath District Council (FHDC). 

FHDC held a meeting with busi¬ 
ness owners in Newmarket last 
night with a view to cracking down 
on signage and advertising. 

And at the same time town coun¬ 
cillors are looking into introduc¬ 
ing a shop-front policy - a series of 
guidelines which businesses must 
adhere to regarding how the front 


of their stores will look. 

Business owners were addressed 
last night by Steven Wood, head of 
planning and regulatory services at 
FHDC, and Dave Beighton, acting 
development manager at FHDC. 

Some A-boards standing outside 
shops on the High Street were par¬ 
ticularly highlighted as unaccepta¬ 
ble, with many blocking the pave¬ 
ment or being too large, said the 


officers. 

In a letter sent to businesses last 
week, Mr Wood said: “There has 
been a general concern that the 
High Street in Newmarket is clut¬ 
tered with A-boards and other ad¬ 
vertising material that detract from 
the historic character and impor¬ 
tantly conservation area. 

“The council have received a 
number of complaints about how 


the High Street is looking and that 
something should be done. 

“This is a challenge and it has to 
be acknowledged that the council 
has had a light touch in respect to 
the enforcement of advertisement 
signs. 

“This has clearly benefitted the 
traders through very challenging 
trading conditions. It is, however, 
clear that people are now becom¬ 


ing to feel that something should 
be done.” 

Mr Beighton told the businesses 
that they would be able to apply 
for permission to display A-board 
advertisements, which made them 
subject to signage being within cer¬ 
tain reach of their shop. 

However, some local businesses 
felt that restrictions on A-boards 
and signage on the High Street 
would only make trade to their 
stores drop. 

Julie Eden, owner of Coffee and 
Co on Sun Lane, said: “I was told

More parish councillors proposed 


A VILIAGE could be set to 
increase its number of coun¬ 
cillors if plans go ahead from 
the parish council. 

Kentford Parish Council 
has put in a request to For¬ 
est Heath District Council 
(FHDC) which asks for the 
number of councillors in 
their area to rise from five to 
seven. 

The proposal asks for sev¬ 
en councillors to be elected 
for the whole parish. There 
would not be individual elec¬ 
toral wards for councillors. 


Before this is decided, 
FHDC are now leading a gov¬ 
ernance review on the pro¬ 
posal, which will see them 
consult residents, councillors 
and other parties in the vil¬ 
lage over what their views on 
the plans are. 

A total of 48 people have 
been asked what they think 
of the plans so far. 

Of those, 42 have agreed 
with the increase and FHDC 
decided that they would pro¬ 
ceed with the idea when they 
met on July 16. 


Now, before the proposal 
goes any further, the district 
council are offering a chance 
for final comments to be 
submitted. Any further com¬ 
ments from residents should 
be submitted to FHDC by 
September 12. 

The proposal will be dis¬ 
cussed again by FHDC at 
their full council meeting on 
October 8, where the final de¬ 
cision will be made. 

If agreed, the change will 
come into effect in time for 
the elections in May 2015.

WEST Suffolk MP Matthew 
Hancock has defended his 
decision to make a stand 
against plans to develop 
Hatchfield Farm. 

This comes after an article 
in The Independent newspa¬ 
per which implied that his 
view against the develop¬ 
ment was being “bought” by 
the racing industry. 

In an article in Sunday’s 
Independent, it was reported 
the Tory party had received 
donations from Newmarket 
horseracing businesses in¬ 
cluding Tattersalls, who have 
donated more than £50,000 
since 2010, Cheveley Park 
Stud, who gave £10,000 in 
2011, and Bill Gredley, the 
owner of the Queensbury 
Lodge site, who gave £10,000 
in 2011. 

It was implied that the do¬ 
nations to Mr Hancock from 
racing individuals and busi¬ 
nesses went some way to in¬ 
fluence his viewpoint on the 
Hatchfield Farm plans. 

But the MP says this is 
completely untrue. 

A spokesperson for the MP 
said: “Matthew has made his 
position on the planning ap¬ 
plication at Hatchfield clear 
from the start. 

“Newmarket is the birth¬ 
place of racing and the in¬ 
dustry creates around 9,000 
jobs locally.

“The proposed develop¬ 
ment would have risked jobs 
and investment in Newmar¬ 
ket.” 

But others have said the 
article showed the MP be¬ 
ing “unduly influenced” by 
a section of the community. 

Labour’s parliamentary 
candidate for West Suffolk, 
Cllr Michael leffreys, said: 
“This shows politics in the 
worst possible light. 

“Here we have an example 
of an MP being unduly in¬ 
fluenced by a small section 
of the community, who hap¬ 
pen to have cash to spare. 

“In this case they are try¬ 
ing to overturn the demo¬ 
cratic decision of the local 
council.” 

When plans for 400 homes 
on the Hatchfield Farm site 
off Fordham Road were ap¬ 
proved last month, Mr Han¬ 
cock asked the secretary of 
state, Eric Pickles, to call the 


plans in, saying they would 
“jeopardise Newmarket’s 
unique status as racing’s in¬ 
ternational home”. 

The MP’s spokesperson 
added: “Matthew has been 
against inappropriate devel¬ 
opment at Hatchfield since 
before he was MP. 

“This is because it is a mat¬ 
ter of national significance 
to the Horseracing Industry 
with extensive opposition 
from many other members 
of parliament as well as the 
majority of national organi¬ 
sations within the racing in¬ 
dustry itself due to the risk it 
poses to racing jobs in New¬ 
market.” 

But Cllr leffreys said the 
development was in a lo¬ 
cation away from training 
grounds. 

He said: “This develop¬ 
ment is not on racing land 
and it is as far away from the 
training grounds as is pos¬ 
sible. 

“There are not enough 
homes being built and we 
are experiencing a hous¬ 
ing crisis. This particularly 
affects young people who 
often have to spend over 50 
per cent of their wages on 
housing costs.”

Cannabis grower fights 
seizure of his assets 


A LAKENHEATH man who 
grew cannabis is contesting 
an attempt by a court to 
seize his assets. 

Keith Jones, 57, was 
jailed for two years in May 
after pleading guilty to 
production of a controlled 
drug at home in Barr Drive. 

Jones had planned to 
sell seeds from the crop of 
411 plants to raise funds 
for legal action against the 
British government. 

Jones had told the court 
that in 1994 he had been 
the victim of a fraud and 
since then had needed to 


"keep the wolf from the 
door" as he prepared to 
take legal action. 

Yesterday, Jones returned 
to Ipswich Crown Court 
where he said he was 
challenging the amount the 
Crown Prosecution Service 
was attempting to seize. 

When Jones was 
sentenced it was alleged the 
cannabis crop found in a 
garage and two greenhouses 
at his home had a potential 
value of £57,000. 

Jones said he disputed 
the figures and the case was 
adjourned until October 13.

A MAN accused of touching 
and exposing himself to a 
seven-year-old girl has had 
his case dismissed. 

Albert Waters, of Pound 
Close, Burwell, was on trial 
at Cambridge Crown Court 
last week charged with sexual 
assault of a child under 13 by 
touching and indecent expo¬ 
sure while he was babysitting 
for a family. 

Waters, 79, pleaded not 
guilty to the charges and 
members of the jury were un¬ 
able to reach a verdict in the 
case.

Shop front policy considered for High Street

I was not allowed to have an A- 
board on the High Street. I think 
something else needs to be put 
in place which attracts custom¬ 
ers off the High Street without 
having lots of A-boards dotted 
around.” 

Stuart Trangmar, owner of 
Rhubarb restaurant in The Guin¬ 
eas, agreed. 

He said: “We rely heavily on 
bringing business from the High 
Street into the quieter side of 
town and we do find having a 
sign on the High Street works.” 

Paul Brodel, of King’s, also 
agreed, saying having an A- 
board on the High Street vastly 
increased his number of cus¬ 
tomers. 

Traders were keen to point out 
that the recession was not yet 


over and businesses in the area 
were still struggling. 

Mr Beighton said that he 
would meet with business own¬ 
ers to discuss their needs, with 
every case being “unique and 
bespoke”, while a team of en¬ 
forcement officers would also be 
in place to ensure shops adhere 
to what they are asked. 

Alongside the changes being 
made to signage and A-boards, 
Newmarket town council are 
also discussing creation of a 
shop front policy. 

This would be a series of 
guidelines which businesses 
must adhere to on how the front 
of their stores will look. 

A shop front policy would 
have guidelines on fascia letter¬ 
ing, canopies, and signage. 

At a previous meeting, town 
councillors mentioned prem¬ 


ises including QD, Jennings and 
Best One on the High Street as 
examples of inappropriate shop 
fronts - Best One being due to 
the picture of a wine glass in the 
window. 

Best One owner, Rachhpal 
Singh, said although he would 
change the shop front if asked to 
by the council, he did not agree 
with the policy. 

He said: “I think this is go¬ 
ing too far for Newmarket. It’s 
not feasible. I think businesses 
should be free to display their 
signs as they wish. The council 
should not be able to control it. 

“Everything would look the 
same - a fish and chip shop 
could look the same as an off 
licence and that’s not what you 
want.” 

Golding, Wildwood and Celik’s 
Mensroom were all praised for 


their shop fronts. 

The councillors had been 
given shop front policies from 
Bury St Edmunds, Cheltenham 
and Northampton as examples 
of how other towns around the 
country had handled it. 

Cllr Mick Jeffreys said: “These 
are examples of what we can do 
and the point is that we can do 
this. It is such an obvious thing 
to do and it can only be a good 
thing for our town centre.”

Affordable homes 


for district 


grant 

NEW affordable housing will be 
built in Forest Heath thanks to grant 
funding, the district council has an¬ 
nounced. 

Havebury Housing Partnership 
has received £8 million from the 
Homes and Communities Agency 
(HCA) - and a portion of the funds 
will be used to build 31 new afford¬ 
able houses in the Forest Heath dis¬ 
trict. 

Cllr Rona Burt, cabinet member 
for planning, housing and transport, 
said: “There is a massive need for 
more affordable housing in Forest 
Heath and across West Suffolk. 

“Having a roof over your head is a 
basic human right, not a privilege, 
and it is important that we assist in 
providing housing that people can 
actually afford to live in. 

“I am delighted that the money 
Havebury has secured will lead to 
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31 new affordable homes in Forest 
Heath. 

“I look forward to working with 
both Havebury and other registered 
providers to deliver more affordable 
homes across our district.” 

The council is currently in the pro¬ 
cess of creating a West Suffolk Hous¬ 
ing Strategy, which will identify op¬ 
tions on how they can tackle a need 
for housing. 

These options include council 
buying and the building of afford¬ 
able housing. 

The Housing Strategy was out for 
consultation, which closed today. 

Karen Mayhew, chief executive of 
the Havebury Housing Partnership, 
said: “We have worked closely with 
the housing teams at the relevant 
local authorities to ensure that the 


schemes we are proposing meet lo¬ 
cal housing need and are therefore 
the right size, location and type. 

“These new homes will deliver 
much-needed social housing in the 
area and will go some way to trans¬ 
forming the lives of people who have 
difficulty finding a home of their 
own. 

“Now the real work starts - work¬ 
ing with the local community and 
getting schemes started on site.” 

Forest Heath are working in part¬ 
nership with St Edmundsbury Bor¬ 
ough Council, where Havebury have 
announced that another 234 homes 
will be built across that area using 
the funding.

zones which are worked 
out according to their 
proximity to the taps and 
shower, with zone 0 being 
inside the bath and show¬ 
er. All good manufactur¬ 
ers and retailers should 
say which zone/s their 
bathroom lights are suit¬ 
able for, some even have 
a diagram of the zones on 
the box or you can easily 
find this online too. 

Lights designed for in¬ 
ner bathroom zones have 
encased bulbs for safe¬ 
ty, but even in outside 
zones, it’s a good idea to 
have this type of light fit¬ 
ting because steam can 
corrode ‘open’ fittings 
over time. 

If you don’t have an ex¬ 
tractor fan in your bath¬ 
room, get an electrician to 
fit one. Extractors reduce 
the damage caused by 
steam and moisture, and 
help prevent mould and 
mildew. In bathrooms 
without a window, com¬ 
mon in flats, an extractor 
is even more important 
and should be switched 
on every time you shower 
or bath. Extractors are of¬ 
ten wired to come on with 
the ceiling light, although 
they can be switched off 
independently. 


The switch for the ex¬ 
tractor is usually outside 
the bathroom, as is the 
ceiling light switch, but 
this isn’t ideal if you want 
to put the light on when 
you’re naked and already 
in the bathroom... For this 
reason, you may prefer a 
pull cord for the ceiling 
light because this can be 
located in the room. 

While you sometimes 
find electric wall heaters 
in bathrooms, these days 
most of use a centrally 
heated towel rail or ra¬ 
diator and/or underfloor 
heating to keep the room 
warm. Underfloor heating 
makes stepping out of the 
shower or bath on a cold 
day a pleasure, but fitting 
it will involve some dis¬ 
ruption - as it isn’t always 
easy to retrofit, often it’s 
better to wait until you’re 
redoing the bathroom. 

Electrical work in the 
bathroom should rarely 
be attempted by DIYers 
- for one, it goes with¬ 
out saying, water and 
electricity don’t mix, but 
you may also be break¬ 
ing building regulations 
if you attempt it without 
a pro. So even though it 
might cost more, I’d rec¬ 
ommend playing safe 
and employing a quali¬ 
fied and reputable elec- 


lighting

and legal. Although you 
can employ a building 
control inspector from 
the council or a private 
firm, the easiest option is 
to use an electrician who

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Cheryl scales new heights in bid 
to make a difference to the world

Since losing her husband Pete - better known to many as Dennis of 
Grunty Fen - to cancer, Cheryl Sayers has gone to extremes to raise 
both cash and awareness for Addenbrooke’s Charitable Trust. Her latest 
challenge? To climb the globe’s highest volcano, writes Lydia Fallon 


T O say Cheryl Sayers has a determined 

streak would be a colossal understatement. 
From scaling the world’s highest 
mountains to competing in triathlons 
against people nearly half her age, the 
grandmother-of-four has a back catalogue packed 
full of truly inspiring achievements. 

“It’s just normal for me,” she says with a twinkle 
in her eye. “People say to me ‘what possessed you?’ 
but I just want to show people that you can do 
anything you put your mind to. If you have 
an adventurous spirit, keep fit and look 
after yourself, you can do exactly ^__ - 
what you set out to do.” ^SttLA 

Cheryl’s latest challenge is the 
most breathtaking of the lot. 

On November 15, she will 
begin a trek to become the 
first British woman to climb 
Ojos del Salado in Chile - the 
world’s highest volcano at a 
huge 6,893m. Having 
summited Mount 
Kilimanjaro in 2006 and 
climbed the volcano 
Licancabur in the Atacama 
Desert in 2008, the yoga teacher is 
no stranger to jaw-dropping heights, 
but this one really ups the ante. “It’s my 
biggest challenge to date and definitely the 
highest,” she smiles. “Although no one believes me, 
this challenge is going to be my last really big one. 
So I wanted to make it my hardest one yet and raise 
as much money as I possibly can.” 

She adds, laughing: “I’m going with some other 
women too, but want to get there first. When I get 
to the top I’ll do a gentle nudge and pretend it’s the 
wind!” 



The death-defying trek will take two weeks and 
along the way Cheryl, who’s in her 60s, will face 
plummeting temperatures, extreme altitude and 
the small issue of an active volcano. Even for a 
seasoned adventurer, it’s a terrifying prospect. “I’ve 
been suitably terrorised by various things I’ve read: 
like people dying at the ‘death zone’ which is 21,000 
feet up and I’ll be at 23,000, nearly 24!” Cheryl 
chuckles nervously. 

“I don’t sleep very well at altitude because of the 
lack of oxygen and I will probably go through 
I entire nights and days without sleeping. It 
SfV will be very windy and so cold I’ll have 
nk. to wear double boots, that’s a boot 
within a boot. I’m not looking 
forward to that!” 

Cheryl, who lives in Cambridge 
and works at Nuffield Health 
Fitness and Wellbeing Centre 
(where she’s also been 
training), is embarking on the 
epic challenge to fundraise 
for ACT (Addenbrooke’s 
Charitable Trust), and aims to 
raise £5,000 for the charity’s Act 
on Cancer campaign. 

Having lost her beloved husband 
Pete to the disease, it is, she says, a cause 
incredibly close to her heart. “The 
Addenbrooke’s oncology department is incredible; 
they are wonderful to their patients and could not 
have done more for Pete to try and turn his illness 
around,” she says. “When I was there at the unit 
with him, I was touched deeply by the journey 
people who have cancer go through, and I want to 
do all I can to help raise money and awareness. 

“While we have our health we have options, we 
can be proactive and try and make the world a

better place. People that are fighting cancer 
have very few choices. I want to push myself to 
the limits not because I have to but because I 
can, and in doing so help those that are 
fighting their own battles every day.” 

Better known to many as his alter-ego 
Dennis of Grunty Fen, Pete Sayers was a 
singer, songwriter and comedian, whose 
down to earth banter entertained Radio 
Cambridgeshire listeners for 17 years. He 
married Cheryl, his second wife, in 2004 after 
the pair met at one of Cheryl’s yoga classes 
decades earlier. Pete lost his battle to prostate 
cancer just a year after the wedding. 

“Pete was diagnosed with cancer in 2000. He 
didn’t get the proper diagnosis at first, so he 
spent a whole year being ill, but he never 
complained. Once they found out 
what it actually was it had had 
time to spread and 
unfortunately it just got out of 
hand,” Cheryl remembers. 

The couple were told it was 
terminal and Pete was given 
just three months to live. He 
amazingly battled the 
disease for five years, 
spending his final moments 
travelling the world with 
Cheryl. “He had such a powerful 
spirit,” says Cheryl fondly. “He 
stayed strong through his beliefs, his 
music and his friends; they were wonderful 
and really kept his spirits up. I think if you 
have something you enjoy doing, like Pete 
with his music, then it helps you to live life 
more. 

“Pete was a spiritual man and he loved the 
earth, he really connected with the land and it 
kept him going. He had a lot to live for; we 
should all have a lot to live for.” 

It must have been heartbreaking to see the 
man she loved experiencing such pain? “His 
strength kept me strong,” says Cheryl simply. 

Pete succumbed to the disease in 2005; 
Cheryl was heartbroken but from that day 
vowed to raise as much money as she possibly 
could in his memory. “Pete is a great loss, but 
his spirit lives on. His death made me want to 
do something for the world, in whatever way, 
rather than just being. I wanted to make a 
difference. He did, that was always his 
philosophy.” 

And Cheryl has certainly done that. In the 
nine years since Pete’s death she has pushed 
her body to its limits, raising thousands of 
pounds in the process. From cycling 160 miles 
across Israel to, most recently, competing in 
the London Triathlon, where she finished 
second in her age group, she’s certainly not 
one for putting her feet up. “It’s probably 
because there weren’t many people my age 
silly enough to do it,” she laughs, adding, “I 
like to push myself to my limits to find out 
what we humans are capable of, and what we 
women are capable of. You 


have a lot of TV series with men 
and their challenges, doing incredible things. 
But I want to do it for the ladies and show if 
you are strong-willed, it doesn’t matter how 
old you are.” 

Her fundraising has also been a source of 
comfort in the darkest of times. “You never get 
over the loss but it’s important you turn it into 
something positive and live your life,” she 
says. 

“When you’re doing treks or challenges and 
you know you’re not just doing it for yourself, 
it gives you extra momentum: you know the 
pain is worth it. You’re doing it for a cause and 
for a reason. 

“When I was climbing Kilimanjaro I felt like 
giving up, but then I realised I had a 
choice to continue and people who 
are ill don’t have a choice. I knew 
then I had to carry on. Other 
people were sitting on the side 
of the mountain, but I kept 
going. When I realised I had 
a choice, my choice was to 
carry on and make it to the 
summit.” 

How did it feel when she 
finally reached the top? “It 
was incredible,” she enthuses. 
“It is just such an addictive 
feeling; it shows you can do 
anything you put your mind to.” 

Cheryl’s thirst for adventure has been 
lifelong. She grew up near Table Mountain in 
South Africa and spent a childhood immersed 
in the great outdoors. 

“We could hear the leopards barking on the 
mountain at night,” she remembers fondly. 

“My dad was in the Light Horse Brigade in 
India at the time of the Second World War and 
was a great adventurer; he’d take my brother 
and me out swimming and climbing and he 
instilled that love of the land in me and my 
children.” 

Cheryl intends to make Ojos del Salado her 
last big adventure, but certainly has no plans 
to slow down just yet. “I’m always looking for 
my next challenge,” she smiles. “I can’t 
imagine ever slowing down; it’s not in my 
genes! 

“I love life and I love being a human being.” 

Next year it will be 10 years since Pete’s 
death, but Cheryl says she still misses him 
every single day. “I miss his presence and his 
music; every day he played the guitar and I 
miss that so much. It’s been nearly 10 years 
but it feels like a day. It was such a special 
relationship; any time with him was a 
blessing. 

“His spirit never dies; if you’re a powerful 
person and do things for the world, your spirit 
will live on forever.” 

As she prepares to embark on the biggest 
challenge of her life, what does Cheryl think 
would be Pete’s words of encouragement? “Do 
it girl!”

LUCY (IS, 89 mins) 

DERRIERE-numbingly long films may be 
all the rage but at a lean 89 minutes, 

Lucy, the new action thriller from Luc 
Besson, is all the better for bucking this 
Hollywood trend. 

And with a kidnapping, killing sprees 
and questionable drugs thrown into the 
fray, there's certainly enough in that hour 
and a half to halt you from slipping out of 
the cinema. 

Lucy (Scarlett Johansson) is a carefree 
student living in Taiwan, who is tricked 
by her new boyfriend Richard into doing 
his dirty work and carrying a briefcase, 
jam-packed with potent new drugs, into a 
hotel for him. 

But there's no time for pleasantries here 
and before the concierge has greeted 
Lucy, Richard has been dispatched 
and Lucy is held hostage by the 
neighbourhood's merciless mob of local 
drug lords headed up by the unsparing 
Mr Jang (Choi Min-sik). 

Waking up, Lucy discovers that the 
mob has taken the liberty of surgically 
implanting thousand of pounds worth 
of a deadly blue drug, CPH4, which 
increases the user's brain capacity, into 
her stomach. 

And more than that, if the bright blue 
crystals leak, it will kill her. 

But leak it does and Lucy, who is sent 
across the world as a drug mule, soon 
finds her brain working on disturbing 
new levels, signposted in the film with 
frequent updates on the percentage of 
brain capacity she's using. 


As well as being hell-bent on exacting 
revenge on the mobsters, Lucy also busies 
herself by tracking down the eminent 
professor Samuel Norman (Morgan 
Freeman) in Paris who has spent decades 
researching the brain's potential. 

In a deft twist to Johansson's role 
as a human-like operating system in 
Spike Jonze's Her, Lucy sees the actress' 
voice take on a lifeless tone, shedding 
personality and lightness as her brain's 
potential expands. 


Much has been made of the film's 
neurological theory not stacking up, but 
scientific soundness isn't the mission here 
- entertainment is. 

And while there are some rather odd 
moments - the flashes to a prehistoric 
Lucy, the strained conversation Lucy 
has with her mum and the missed 
opportunity to kill Mr Jang while she 
can - Lucy is nevertheless a punchy film, 
which demands your attention every 
minute of the way.

Holiday 


GARDENERS who went on holiday confident that 
friends and family would water, deadhead and 
harvest their crops in their absence must be 
feeling pretty smug. 

But what about those of us who didn't have 
the luxury of a mate to water the garden while 
we were sunning ourselves elsewhere? What 
about those who just didn't find time to install an 
automatic irrigation system? 

Well, you now have to look at the mess that 
remains and consider what's worth saving and 
what isn't. 

Annual bedding plants in containers and baskets 
are unlikely to recover fully if 
the weather's been scorching 
and they've been left in the 
sun, so it might be a case of 
taking an executive decision, 
tipping them out and starting 
again. 

Plants such as lobelia and 
soft, fleshy plants including 
fuchsias and tomatoes are 
much less likely to survive than 
drought-tolerant plants such 
as pelargoniums. 

You may find a few bargains 
of late summer blooms in your local garden centre 
to brighten up the scene, but if you're on a budget 
it's probably better to invest in some spring bulbs 
for planting, or get a head start on autumn and 
winter planting designs. 

If you're not going to use your containers for 
winter displays, clean them out, wipe them down 
and put them away. Don't leave terracotta pots 
out for pests like slugs and snails to hide under. 

If you leave them out too long, they'll just crack

when the frost comes too. 

Containers holding year-round-interest plants 
such as shrubs or evergreens may benefit from 
being submerged in a bucket of water to re¬ 
wet the compost, but it is difficult to tell if the 
compost is thoroughly soaked and it is important 
not to waterlog the plants. 

After re-wetting, robust architectural plants 
such as phormiums and box can be lifted out of 
their containers with their root system intact so 
you can see if the compost has been completely 
soaked through. 

Clematis in containers are more likely to survive 
a week without watering if they 
are in big pots and have other 
plants around them, says world- 
famous, award-winning clematis 
specialist Raymond Evison. 

"If a clematis is in a pot 2ft in 
diameter and 2ft deep it should 
survive well. Those in smaller 
containers, say 15in in diameter 
and 18in deep, will suffer some 
damage after a week of really 
hot weather with no water. 

Place other plant material 
around it in the pot, which will 
create a micro-climate so that the clematis has a 
cooler root system.'' 

After a week with no water, the clematis will 
look pretty sorry for itself and new growth is 
likely to have shrivelled up. Give it a good soak, 
trim it down to around 18in and give it a feed 
with tomato or rose food and it should come back 
and may even flower again in October. 

Border perennials and shrubs are much more 
likely to survive your absence, but if you have 


overgrown weeds on your return, pick them out 
to stop them shedding seeds which will cause you 
problems later. Deadhead all your border plants 
and give them a good water and they should 
recover. 

Continue to deadhead roses and cut back 
finished summer-flowering perennials, removing 
supports which propped up the plants which have 
stopped flowering. These can be cleaned with a 
mild detergent and put away until next year. 

If no-one has picked your crops, you are likely 
to come home to a large amount of stringy, 
tough runner beans which will need to be put on 
the compost heap, and the plants will probably 
have stopped flowering. Pick all the beans off 
the plants, give them a feed with a tomato feed 
and they may start producing again. Dig up other 
vegetable plants which have succumbed to the 
prolonged hot weather, clearing vacant rows and 
refilling them with autumn and winter crops as 


soon as you can. 

Some gardeners can become more relaxed 
about pest and disease control once they've had 
their two weeks holiday, but ignore them at your 
peril - you may be storing up problems that will 
remain dormant until next year. Cut off or prune 
out affected parts of diseased plants and burn 
or dispose of them so that overwintering spores 
won't survive. 

Pest control is also important. Be aware that 
many biological controls become less reliable 
when the temperature drops as the predatory 
insects which provide the control then multiply 
more slowly. Take off shoots on plants which are 
infested with greenfly or blackfly and dispose of 
them. 

If you've been one of the unlucky ones whose 
plants seem to have had it this summer, don't 
worry - you can steal a march on autumn and 
winter schemes which should keep the garden 
looking good later on in the season.

Say goodbye to the paper tax disc 


AS of October 1, the Driving 
Vehicle and Licensing 
Agency (DVLA) will stop 
issuing paper tax discs. HPI, 
provider of hpicheck.com, 
warns motorists to be 
aware of the changes 
and highlights the risk 
of a fine, as well as 
facing penalty charges 
against a vehicle they 
no longer own. 

Car owners still need 
to have vehicle tax to 
drive or keep a vehicle 
on the road, but now 
the DVLA is taking 
payments online, 
including Direct Debit 
payment options or 
motorists can visit 
their local Post Office 
branch. Instead of using 
paper tax discs to spot tax 
evaders, police cameras 
automatically check a car's 
number plate. The new 
rules also put the onus on 


used car sellers to inform 
the DVLA, when they sell 
their vehicle, advises HPI. 

"The move away from 
paper tax discs will save 


motorists money on 
postage and offers more 
flexible payment options, 
not to mention making it 
harder for tax dodgers to 
drive untaxed," explains 


hpicheck.com's senior 
consumer services manager, 
Shane Teskey. "For used 
car buyers, from October 
1, the vehicle tax will no 
longer be transferred 
with the vehicle, so it's 
important to ensure 
they get tax as soon as 
possible. 

"Importantly, under 
the new rules, used car 
sellers are responsible 
for notifying the DVLA 
and then they will 
receive a refund for 
any months left on the 
vehicle tax. Sellers who 
fail to inform the DVLA 
could be fined and they 
will still be liable for 
any speeding or parking 
fines and vehicle tax for a 
car they don't even own any 
more. We remind sellers to 
always send the V5C to the 
DVLA, rather than relying on 
the buyer to do it."

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THE incredible 313mpg Volkswa¬ 
gen XLl is a two-seat coupe that’s 
powered by a diesel-electric plug¬ 
in hybrid powertrain, writes Andy 
Enright. The world’s most efficient 
production car also emits just 21g/ 
km. It’s a snip at a mere £98,515. 
Butterfly doors, cameras instead of 
mirrors, a monocoque chassis, car¬ 
bon ceramic brakes and carbon-fibre 
body panelling all come as standard. 

The basics of the XLl don’t sound 
particularly exotic. There’s a two- 
cylinder diesel engine mounted 
behind the driver of a mere 800cc 
capacity and this tiny powerplant 
contributes a mere 48bhp to the pro¬ 
pulsive cause. Add to that a 27bhp 
electric motor and you have a car 
that doesn’t tax its rear tyres too 
heavily. There’s a seven speed DSG 
twin-clutch transmission and the 
XLl also uses another clutch pack to 
disengage the internal combustion 
engine for electric power alone. 


Given the full beans, the XLl will 
accelerate to 62mph in a crisp 11.9 
seconds and run onto an electroni¬ 
cally-limited 99mph maximum. It 
steps off the line very cleanly thanks 
to the ultra-low 795kg kerb weight,

the torque of the electric motor and 
the lack of aerodynamic drag. 

There’s also a built-in freewheel 
effect that takes a little getting used 
to. As you might expect the diesel 
engine isn’t the most refined thing in 
the world, but around town you’ll be 
using solely electric power most of 
the time. Despite the XLl’s tarmac- 


hugging ride height and apparent 
lack of suspension travel, ride qual¬ 
ity is actually very good. The steer¬ 
ing system is interesting, lacking any 
kind of power assistance, but the 
XLl’s front tyres are skinny and you 
won’t need strapping biceps to steer 
the thing into a parking space. 

Practicality isn’t a big plus of the 
XLl. It’s left hand drive only, there 
are only two seats and the boot meas¬ 
ures a paltry 120-litres which means 
that you’ve only got a nadge more 
carrying capacity than something 
like a Lotus Elise. At first glance, 
it would also appear to have even 
worse rearwards visibility, but mir¬ 
rors have been replaced by camera 
monitors and the windscreen pillars 
are admirably thin. The two seats 
are cleverly staggered so that shoul¬ 
ders don’t bump in what is a narrow 
cockpit. You even get carbon ceramic 
brakes, primarily for lightness. 

Truly extraordinary production 


vehicles don’t come along very of¬ 
ten. The Volkswagen XLl certainly 
merits that description and that is 
hard to put a price on. Yes, the virtu¬ 
ally six-figure sticker price is going 
to deter many who would otherwise 
be drawn to the idea of a 313mpg car 
to trim the budget, but viewed as a 
piece of incredible engineering, the 
XLl is every bit as impressive as a 
modern hybrid hypercar. 

Perhaps the most convincing 
thing about the XLl is that it’s 
clearly technology that will migrate 
to more affordably-priced cars. Eve¬ 
rything works. The solutions have 
come through nothing but tried and 
tested means. Good aerodynamics, 
light weight materials, low internal 
friction and a fundamentally effi¬ 
cient powertrain all work on a ve¬ 
hicle less extreme than the XLl and 
that is this car’s greatest legacy. One 
day, sooner than we think, 300mpg 
will be normal.

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Not Over yet for Fordham II 


A MAGNIFICENT unbeaten century 
from Ian Baldwin was all in vain as 
Fordham II suffered a nine-wicket 
defeat to Over and saw their Mr 
Cricket CCA Junior League, Division 
IN promotion hopes suffer a blow.

Kingman strikes 
victory in Marois

THERE had been a worry over 
whether Kingman would even take 
part in the Prix Jacques le Marois at 
Deauville, but John Gosden’s colt 
reigned supreme yet again once 
he took to the track for a fourth 
consecutive Group One victory. 

Just as he had shown in the Irish 
Guineas, St James’s Palace Stakes 
and Sussex Stakes, Kingman can 
produce top-level sprinting speed 
and with a flicker of effort from his 
jockey, and after James Doyle issued 
his instructions, the race was over. 

With only five starters, it was 
always likely to be tactical and as 
the field virtually walked out of the 
stalls, it was left to German outsider 
Red Dubawi to take up the running. 

Doyle waited patiently before 
unleashing Kingman inside the 
final furlong and he burst two and a 
half lengths away from Anodin. 

Frankie Dettori was always hard 
at work on last year’s runner-up 
Olympic Glory and never looked 
likely to trouble Kingman, eventu¬ 
ally settling for third, while Clive 
Brittain’s Rizeena was rarely a 
danger herself under Ryan Moore 
and just sneaked past Red Dubawi 
at the line. 

Gosden revealed the final decision 
to allow Kingman to take his chance 
was down to Prince Khalid Abdullah. 

He said: “It was a 50-50 (to run) 
in my mind, and a very sporting 
gesture by the Prince. 

“I didn’t think he was entirely in love 
with the ground - it was different to 
anything else he had faced - but he’s 
got a wonderful temperament and 
showed he can cope with anything. 

“It was a muddling pace, and 
James kept wondering when they 
were going to quicken it up. 

“You had to be impressed with 
the way he went and won his 
race - the good thing was that he 
completely switched off. 

“The plan is now the QEII (Ascot, 
October 18), which has always been 
his end-of-year objective. 

“I’m very proud because the 
Jacques le Marois is the most 
prestigious mile race in France.” 

Doyle said: “I wasn’t sure that he 
would be able to go and do his usual 
thing on the ground, but he was just 
the same Kingman when I asked 


him to pick up as he’s always been.” 
■ Marco Botti’s Seismos was the 
winner of the Group Three Betfred 
TV Geoffrey Freer Stakes, a race 
in which Red Cadeaux finished 
fourth but whose performance 
suggested a fourth tilt at the Emirates 
Melbourne Cup in Australia could 
be on the agenda. 

As for the possibility of Seismos 
heading Down Under, assistant 
trainer Mario Baratti said: “Marco 
isn’t sure if he stays two miles. Maybe 
his best is a mile and five. We’ll take 
him home and plan something.” 

Dunlop had brought Gerald 
Mosse across to be back on Red 
Cadeaux after their second-placed 


Melbourne finish. 

On the same card at Newbury, 
Breton Rock was triumphant for 
trainer David Simcock in the Group 
Two Betfred Hungerford Stakes.
